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REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed 1/26/2007. Applicants are appreciative 
for the recognized allowable subject matter. This response should obviate outstanding issues and 
make the remaining claims allowable. Reconsideration of this application is respectfully 
requested in view of this amendment. 

STATUS OF CLAIMS 

1. Claims 1-6, 8-18, 20-24, 26-30, and 32-33 are pending. 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-18, 20-24, 26-30, and 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because 
the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §101 

Claims 1-6, 8-18, 20-24, 26-30, and 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. As per the Examiner's suggestion, 
minor amendments have been made to claims 1-11, 16-22, and 28-33 without adding new matter. 
Withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. §101 rejection is respectfully sought.
